The sudden falling of the mercury day 
before yesterday, continuing yesterday, 
falling so far below the fifties, hes aroused 
grave fears as to its effect on the cotton crop. 
The weather thus far has been so unseasona- 
ble for cotton that it has not gained sufficient 
maturity to resist a change of temperature. 
From our special reports it will be seen that 
cotton isin danger at many points. Around 
Savannah warm weather is the oniy hope, 


but now it may be too late. Augusta 
reports danger, while our Macon cor- 
respondent thinks the weather has 


been too dry for much damage ta accrue, 
Tbe indication of frost during the night, 


however, isthe danger point. Truck in the 
northern part of the state, not being devel- 
oped, is injured, but the same crop in south 
Georgia is safe. The signal service gives the 
following as the minimum point touched by 
the mercury at the points indicated: Atlanta, 
43: Spartanbarg, 47; Toccoa, 42; Gainesville, 
34: Dalton, 43; Calhoun, 44; Cartersville, 43; 
West Point, 45; Newnan, 43; Griffin, 45. 
The average in the Augusta district was 46; 
Savannah, 51; Atlanta, 42; Montgomery, 41; 
New (Orleans, 54: Galveston, 49; Charleston, 
Si; Vicksburg, 45; Memphis, 41. 


COLDER AND COLDER. 


Yesterday Lowere Menday’s« Necord Six Degrees— 
Prespect of F roat— Vamage to Crops.. 

The readers of THE ConstTiITUTION need not 
be surprised to find frost on the ground this 
morning. Monday was considered a phenom- 
enal day for the latter part of May, but it was 
completely set back by the antics of the 
weather yesterday. At 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the thermometer in the state agricultural 
department registered 44, a temperature that 

- would surely have brought frost if the night 
had been longer and the conditions of evapo- 
ration more favorable. The records at the 
dep» rtment shows that the minimum tem- 
pera‘are for May has for eight years past, 
when anything like as low as yesterday, 
heen three weeks earlier in the month. The 
following table will show the coldest day of 
May for eight yea.s past:

~ The average temperature of yesterday was 
probably lower than 
these minimum daysthough the lowest of 
them came three weeks earlier. The ther- 
mometer did not rise higherthan 48 during 
the day. Late last night it 
seemed to be growing colder and 
al! the indications pointed to frost as a proba- 
bility for this morning. At the department 
it was thought ibat the coldest point had not 
been reached, and THe ConsTITUTION’s weath- 
er »bserver does not yet venture to write 
down yesterday as the worst Atlanta weather 
ean do in its present freak. Indications are 
that the supply of cold is keeping up in the 
northwest, and we may draw yet larger sup 
plics of it. The effect of this snap on 
the coiton crop it is feared will be quite dis- 
astrous.

MontGomery, Ala., May 22 —The weather 
has been unsessonably cold since yesterday. 
‘Crops have suffered. Complaints are coming 
in irom most sections of the state of damage 
to cotton, which is variously estimated, but 
it is asserted to be very considerable. A light 
but no killing frost has been hereabouts. Veg- 
etation, especially gardens, are seriously hurt. 
The maximuin temperature was fifty-two, 
wind fresh northwest. 

soMP INDICATIONS OF SNOW, 
Special to The Constitution. 

Avovusta, Ga., May 22.—To-day has been 
the coldest known in this sectio in the lat- 
ter partof May. There were indications of 
snow early in the afternoon anda cold wind 
prevailed allday. People sought the warm- 
est side of the streets and overcoats were the 
rule. The lowest thermometer was foriy-nine 
and the highest sixty-four degrees. If the 
clouds clear away to-nigtit and the winds 
step there will be considerable danger of 
frost. The general opinion is that the cold 
spell of the last two 5 Seat injured the cotton 
crop toa very appreciable extent, retarding 
its growth and rendering it liable to disease. 
It is impossible as yet to form any estimates 
as to the amount of damage. If the frost comes 
to-night it will give an ugly blow to the pros- 


pects of this part of the state. Up to 
this time cotton showed a good 
stand and excellent appearance 


but hopes have been considerably dampened. 
| Unless there should be frost, truck farms wiil 
not be injured much, as everything 1s very 
faradvanced. Itis not thought that fruit 
will be damaged much, if any. 
MACON DUES NOT FEEL MUCH 
Special to The Constitution. 
Macon, May 22.—The average thermometer 
to-day was 50. Strong winds prevailed during 
the morning and Julled this afternoon. The 
sun shone very little. The sky was cloudy 
all day, suggestiveof snow. Impressions dit- 
fer as to the effect of the cold weather on the 
cotton, The best judges think the staple is 
not hurt to apy serious extenwy as everything 
is very dry in this section, no rain having 
fallen for several weeks, If the plant was wet 
much injury might follow. Farmers here are 
bopeful, also the warehouse men. Frostis not 
considered probable. The weather moderated 
tonight compared with this morning. A 
bright moon and starlight, littke wine and 
high prevails tonight. Furs and overcoats 
were comfortable all day. The doctors antic- 
ipate much sickness from the sudden change 
in the weather.

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THE PROBABLE YIELD. 


Investigation of the New York limes into the Prob~ 
abilities of the Growing Crops. 

New York, May 22—Lhe ‘Times prints 
three puges of telegraph reports as to 
the condition of crops. In its summary it 
says: Looking at the probabie results of the 
barvest of 1883, the prospect is not as satis- 
factory as it waSin the spring of 1882. We 
publish, this morning, accurate reports from 
al) the states and territories of the west and 
south. From 129 different points ia these 
thirty divisions, careful men ~ have gone 
forth, each one vVisiling from ten to fifty 
farming districts or centers of information, 
and ascertuined the _ state of the 
crops. The reports: here given show the 
exact condition on Saiurday of all the 
crops throughout the country. Many 
causes have combined to discourage farmers. 
The severity of .be past winter has killed 
much of the wheat dnd the alternate warm 
and cold weather has retarded growth or 
rotted the seed. Frequent rains have been in 
the way of replantifiy seed which proved to 
be poor. High water and cyclones have done 
much injury in sume sections. There have 
been fewer insects than in some seasons. 
Within the last few days there has been 
promise of better weather, and with 1t renew- 
ed work and effurts to recover lost ground. 


W heat has suffered from winter killing, bad 
weather, and in some sections from the fly. 


Corn gives a beiter promise, but there is two 
weeks planting yet which has been delayed 


by bad weather. Pie acreage 
has been increased nearly  every- 
where, some kiiled wheat fields being 


added to corn area. With favorable weather 
a crop equal at least to that of 1882 is expect- 
ed. Sinai: grains promise well—oais especially. 
Only from Mississippi and North Carolina 
isinjury reported. Rye and barley ave in 
good condition, and promise an average crop. 
Cotton proniises an average crop. Itis yet 
very backward. ‘There is no increase in ucre- 
age, perhapsa failing off, but the more ex- 
tensive use of fertilizers is expected to muke 
up the deficiency. Tobacco makes a poor 
showing in North Carolina and Tennessee, 
the bugs haying destroyed plants, 
and otber states promise lit- 
tle more than avelage crops. 
Fiorida and Louisiana have a sight increase 
in sugar-cahe area, aud expect average crops 

Rice promises a good average crup. A notice 

avle featurein the south is the growing truck- 
larm industry, which, in Georgia, Fiorida 
aud Alabama, is assuming large proportious 
in supplying fresh vegetables tu the northern 
markets, Florida expects to bave 80 per cent. 
more Oranges tuanin 1582. There appears to 
be little danyer of disaster lo the potato crop. 
Phe great cattie herds of the west went 
through the winter well, with small loss. 
Wyoming alone will send 200,000 bead to 
market this yearn Wyoming lust, however, 

25 per centofits sheep during the winter. 
California reports a heavy wool clip. 

THE YIELD IN THE : OUTHERKN STATES. 

The foiiowiug isa summary of the reports 
from the soutnern states: 

Aiabama,—The cotton yield depends much 
on future weather, beirg now behind ‘in 
growth, with all other ciops. The acreage 
will average about as last year, and an 
average crop is hoped. In corn and smail 
grains there is a siight decrease of acreaze. 
Truck farming is developing rapidly. In 
potatoes there is a falling off. 

F lorida—~An increased cotton yield is ex- 
pected, with the same area in upland and 5v 
percent morein long staple. ‘There is a 
stnaller amount of sea island planted. All 
look well. Corn promises a good average, 
with favorable weather, on the same acreage. 

There is a slight iucrease in the acreage of 
‘sugar-cane, and the plant is in fair condition. 
An average yield of oats is being harvested, 

Oranges promise au increase of 580 per cent 
over jast year. Vegetables are giving excel- 
lent results. 

Georgia—U nfavorable weather has retarded 
growth, nevertheless cotton appears healthy, 
with a slight increase in acreage and pros- 
pects of au average ciop \ ith favorable sea- 
sons. The movement in favor of growing 
corn and cereals, shown last year, has been 
checked somewhat. Corn will bave nearly 
the same acreage, but there will be less of the 
small grains. Rice will give about an average 
crop, with the same acreage. Potatoes show 
a large increase, ex eng blighted in the 
southern sections. TPick farming is assum- 
ing lerge proportions. 

Kentucky.—Average crops are promised, 
although rain is needed Ot wheat and corn 
the acreage is slightiy larger, with fair pros 

pects, Tobacco is receiving more atiention 
each year, aud this year shows an increased 
acreage, with good promise. The area de- | 
voted to hemp is smailer by half, with prob- | 
ably average returns.

| the state does cotton show a larger area, and 
a crop certainly as good as last year 1s ex pect- 
ed except in the neighborhood of Vicksburg, 
where high water has done injury. Tobacco, 
rice, corn, and sma!] grains all show increased 
acreage, especially corn, and are doing well. 
Fruit will be abundant. 

Maryland.—Tbe crop reports are encour- 
aging. Corn and wheat both show, the latrer 
especially, .arger acreage,and the probabilities 
are very good. Tobacco promises an average 
return. Peaches, strawberries, and other 
fruits will be plentiful, promising enormous 
yields in some localities. : 

North Carolina,—There is a less acreage 1n 
cotton this year, and the plant is not in very 
good condition. The tobacco crop will be 
short--25 per cent according to one report— 
many plants having been killed by bugs. 
With a large area devoted to wheat, oats and 
rye, wheat promises only a fair yield, aad 
oats and rye are in poor condition, promising 
generally less than an average crop. Corn 
will give an average yield, andin some dis- 
tricts is giving way to upland rice. 

West Virginia.—With the same acreage In 
wheat as in 1882 an.average crop may be ex- 
pected, and periaps better. Corn gives en- 
coureging prospects, with a largely increased 
area. Oats look well, grass is plenty, and 
fruit promises to be abundant. 

Mississippi.—This vear, with the exception 
of one county, the cotton area has given way 
somewhat tocorn and grains. The decrease 
in acreage, however, is made up by free use 
of fertilizers, so that a larger yield of cotton 
than last year is expected. Corn, wheat, 
oats, cane and potatoes generaily show a 
larger acreage. Oats and potatoes have been 
injured; the others promise well. 

South Carolina —The increased use of fer- 
tilizers promises a Jarger yield of cotton and 
corn tha in 1882 by 10 per cent. Grass is in 
good condition. but in the small greins there 
will be generally a decreased crop. 

Tennessee —The wheat crop does not prom- 
ise Well. Oats, rye, and grass show an increas 
ed acreage and average condition. Cotton gea- 
erally stands in acreage and condition as last 
yearatthistime. There is a decrease in the 
tobacco area of 10 per cent. and much damage 
has been done by the fly. 

Texas—Farmers hope for a good yield of 
cotton, although there is no increase in acre- 
age. Corn, except in one dry section, prom- 
ises a large yield. Wheat and oats are in 
generally zood condition. 

Virginia—There is every promise of a good 
wheat crop, the present conditions being the 
finest for years. Tobacco, with generva!ly less 
acreage, isnot promising, and the crop may 
equal that of 1881. Corn may give an average 
crop. Fruit and pea-nuts will be abundant. 
Cattle-raising is galling in some sections.

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THE FALLING SNOW. 


Leying Five Inches Deep— The Chermemeter Falling— 
Severe Froste. 

CLEVELAND, Ogto,. May 22.—Cold, windy 
weather prevails here, and the trees and out- 
houses aud unfinished buildings have suffer- 
edsome. Snowis reported to be five inches 
deep in Longan ‘county. 

St Louis, May 22.—A special to the Post- 
Dispatch from Caseyville, lil, says a severe 
frost here last night damaged crops consider- 
ably, doing more injury than the cyclones. 

CINCINNATI, May 22.—At Muncie, Indiana, 
the ground was covered with spow 
last night. At Findiay, Ohio, snow fell 
several incaes deep. At Wapokoneta, Obio. 
snow was so heavy as to break the branches of 
trees, and the thermome:er fell to thirty-five, 
At Hagerstown, Indiana, show fell from noon 
tonight. At Easton, Ohio, snow covers the 
ground, At Lima, Uhio, twelve inches of 
snow fell, and the branches of trees broke 
with its weight. At BeHefontaine, Onio, four 
inches of snow fe!l. The thermometer fell to 
thirty-four. At Marysville, Ohio, a blinding 
snow storm began in the forenoon aud lasted 
all day.

The Ex-Confederate General Questioned While in 
New York. 

New York, May 22 —General Longstreet, 
of Georgia, is at present the guest of General 
Newton, in Brooklyn, A reporter of the 
Worid visited him and had a brief interview 
as to the presen: political and industrial con- 
dition of the south. 

““‘We have put aside politics in Georgia,’ 
said the veteran, ‘“‘nuow that our new governor 
isinstalled. What we are bending ali our 
energies to isto attract northern capital to 
develop our great industrial and mineral re- 
sources,”’ . 

‘And how are you succeeding?”’ 

‘Well, money is flowing in, but not as fast 
as I would liketoseeit. With the iron and 
coal in our state and in Alaoama,there ought 
to be no fear of splendid returns to the inves- 
for. Southern outrages are athiny of the 
past, the most cordial feeling toward the 
north exists everywhere, white and black are 
“working bara aud are bonestly desirous of 
meeting all their obligations, aud men with 
inuney in the north, may have, and ought to 
have, asmuch confidence in the south us in 
any other section of the country.” 

‘Is there any break in the color line in 
your state?’ 

‘The colored people in Georgia are of a 
very intelligent class, and are both wise and 
cunning. They maintain an outward senm- 
blance of adherence to the republican organi- 
zation for the sake of getting a f deral ottice 
ortwo, buton election day they vote the 
democratic ticket. Take the last election. 
The colored people in Georgia number 65,000, 
and the repubiican vote was 25,000, of which 
about half were polled by white voters. That 
shows that at least 50,000 of the Georgia col- 
ered citizens have cut jouse from the party of 
freedmen’s buieaus and similar institutions, 
which were supposed to have been founded 
in their interest.” 

‘How does the south like Ben Batler in his 
new role of a democratic governor?” 

“They simply regard : asa role and deem 
him capable of playing any part which may 
first happen to suit his parpose. Lf Governor 
Butler bas any presidentiai hopes, I do not 
believe thay he wiil find iuch encourage- 
ment down ouf way.”’

The banqueting hall in the 


MARCHING ON MOSCOW. 


THE RUSSIAN EMPEROA’S RIDE 
INTO THE KREMLIN. 


Thousands of People Wildly Ohneering the Cortege as 
It Moves on Iva Way—Brilliant Costumes, Snin- 
ing Plames—Gay D. monstrations Gener- 

—~ Crowoed at List — Beo.

Moscow, May 22.—The Grand Duke Nic - olas 
Alexandroyitch held a congress on Monday 
of representatives of the foreign press at the 
Grand hotel, M. Waganoffacts as a species 
of censor., But few press representatives have 
availed themselves of the hospitality of the 


government as regards free board and lodging. 
M. Waganoff conducted the press represent- 
atives through the cathedrals, the kremlin

The coats 
of arms tor every province, portraitsaud mon- 
ograms of the iniperial family, and devicegof | 
welcome are everywhere. 
THE CZAR'S APPROACH. 

The czar left Petroffsky palace to-day at 
noon, and reached the kremlin at 1:25 
o'clock. There was a slight fall of rain dur- 
ing the march of the procession. but otherwise 
the affair Wasa complete success. The en- 
thusiasm of the people along the route was 
unbounded: The emperor wore the uniform 
of a genéral, and was mounted on a splendid 
charger. He rele a little in advance of four 
general3, who were directly attending him. 
He maintained a calm demeanor, although 
he otten smiled graciously in response to the 
wild enthusiasm which greeted him at every 
point. Cheer followed upon cheer incessant- 
iy from the densely packed multitude in the 
streets, and from thousandsof people in bal- 
conies and windows. The empress was greeted 
with every mark of enthusiasm and loyalty. 
rhe mouuted grand dukes formed a very 
brilliant group. The Asiatic deputations 
were also magnificiently attired. The state 
carriages were splendidly decorated and the 
whole effect was most gorgeous. The entire 
route was'lined with troops. 

ENTERING THE CITY. 

At the moment the cortege entered the city 
a salute of 71 guns was fired from the Tsarkia 
palace, Bue governor general received the 
emperor at the city boundary. and juined 
the cortege with his suite, The 
signal for Starting the process- 
ion, was the firing of artillery and 
the ringing of the belis of the cathedral of the 
assumption, On the emperor mounting his 
horse Other salutes were fired. At the gate 
of the resurrection, the czar and the grand 
dukes and the empress alighted and knelt in 
prayer before the picture of the Virgin. The 
arcobishopof Warsaw received their maiesties 
at the steps of the cathedrai of the assump- 
tion with a cross and holy water. At this 
point the cheering of the people was perfectly 
deafening. The procession then entered the 
kremlin. 

Lonpon, May 22 —Dispatches from Berlin 
to Reuter’s telegram: company, says: A _ re- 
port, which is not yet contirmed, comes from 
St. Petersburg that previous to the departure 
of the emperor for Moscow, an explosion 
occurred in the washstand and in the fire- 
place in his dressing room, but that nobody 
wes injured, The emperor and empress being 
in the dinii room at the time.

VANDERBILT. 


Henry Villard Comirg to the Front asthe Fi: anetel 
Megnete of the Usion~His Early EZecapedece, 
Laoding in « Strange Country, Batti» 

With Adversity and Hw Millions. 


New York, May 22 —Now that Gould and 
Vanderbilt have retired, temporarily, at least, 
from the financial arena, there is some curios- 
ity as to who shall be the next dictator, at 
whose nod the ‘‘street’’ shall trembie.. By 
common consent Mr. Henry Villard seems to 
be awarded the proua position, thoagh 
whether he wants it is quite another matter, 
for the leading spirit in the Northern Pacifie 
railroad and the Oregon Navigation company 
is a modest man not fond of noise or notoriety. 
As he is likely to come before the public far 
more prominently during the next few years 
than any other financial magnate of the day, 
some words as to the man may not be without 
interest. I do not know whether he has ever 
made good his claim by act of legislaiure to 
the name of Villard or not, but at any rate 
his name was. originally Hilgard, and 
many of the same family may now be found 


in Belleville, [linois The distinguished super- 
intendent of the coast survey, Professor Ja- 


|lius Hillgard;oneof the men of whom the 


scientific world is proud, is an uncle of Mr. 
Viliard. The Heinrich Hilgari of thirty 
years ago, or the Henry Villard of to-day, is 
the son of Gustav Hilgard, formerly presi- 
dent of the supreme court of Munich. Gus- 
tay Hilgard was the only one of five brothers 
who did not emigrate to America, and it was 
not originally intended that bisson Henry 
sheuld come bere. But some wild eseapade 
widile studying at the university of Munich,in- 
duced him to come to this country in 1853, 
being then nineteen years old. He got as far 
as Chicago, when his fortune gave out, and 
he was taken in hand by his uncle, Robert 
Hilgard of the Belleville tavings bank, who 
took him to Belleville, where be remained 
until he cou:id find his way around the new 
country. But Belleville was too small a place 
fur the young man, who wandered off to see 
the world, and was not heard of for several 
years, In his wanderings be became acquaint 
ed with Horace Greeley, who was making his 


tue solid worth in young Hilgard, engage 
him as correspondent, with a roving commus- 
sion in the west. This was sbortly before the 
outbreak of the war, and in that time of 
great opportunities Hilgard soon made a 
name for himselfin a double sense—he be- 
came noted as an excellent correspondent 
and made his nom de plume of Villard so fa’ 
vorably known that he ended by discarding 
his own name in its favor. Before the close 
of the war he was on the high road to fameas 
a newspaper writer of brilliancy and judg- 
ment, and had he remained in newspaper 
life-he would unquestionably have made his 
fortune. Le ee 
Sut the close of the war and the beginni 


from 1863 until 1873, offered him greater op- 
portunities for money-making than any news- 

aper career. He went back to Europe and 
laid before the rich merchants of ,Germany 
and Holland the opportunities for getting 10 
and 15 per cent for their money instead of 
one-fourth of that rate. He hud enormous 
faith in our government bonds. Money was 


he carried out his part of the contract with 
so much judgment that enormous sums were 
soon placed at his disposal. In the ten years 
after the war he made four tri 
to Europe, each time strengt 
ening his position. The crash of 1873 found 
his investments in excellent sbape, aud with 
the revival of prosperity in 1878, Villard be- 
gan to leom up as not only the agent cf mil- 
lhonaires, but one of the fraternity himself. 
He had taken as good care of hisown money 
as of other people’s, and his career in the 
northwest part of the United States was 
marked by almost infallible judgment and ne 
reverses. The history of his fight with the 
Northern Pacific road and its complete capi- 
tulation is too recent to need repeating. He 
holds the controlling power over the railroads 
of the northwest and is, next to Vanderbilt 
and Gould, the most important railroad man 
in the country, and in such a comparison 
Vanderbilt can scarcely be said to count, ag 
his power is due to inherited wealth rather 
than to an inborn faculty for railroad finance 
such as characterizes Gould and Villard. 
Personally, Mr. Villard is extremely unos- 


ed, fond of work, but devoted to his family 
and with cultivated tastes for art and music. 
W hat his personal wea!th is few persons have 
any means of judging; it may bz anywhere 
from five totwenty million dollars. More 
important than the actual amount ofstock he 
may own is the influence which he wields 
over foreign investors, who have complete 
faith in his judgment. He has become in 
language and manners as inuch of an Ameri- 
can as if he had been born here, and evident- 
ly intends to make New York his future 
home, for he is building a house which will 
equal the Vanderbilt mansions in spacious- 
ness and effect. It is on Madison avenue, back 
of the Cathedral, where Mr. Villard bought 
the block between Fiftieth and Fifty-tirst 
streets. The style isrenaissance and the mia- 
terial brown stone; it is about fifty feet wide 
by something over a hundred feet deep. The

THE POPULATION OF THE CITY. 

Special to the Constitution 

BikMINGHAM, May 19.—What is the present 
population of Birmingham? That is the all- 
absorbing questioa propounded by the thous- 
ands ata distance who have heard of the 
wonderiul ‘“‘magic city,” and the figures of 
our own people differ in such a degree that it 
will require an actual count to make satisfac- 
tory repiy. The city was incorporated - in 
December, 1871, and the census of 1880 gave 
us something less than four thousand; but 
our manufaciuring interests were then in 
theiriniancy. To-day their pay rolls com- 


bined emount to about $25,000 cush 
per week, At no time since the Jast 
census was taken has any _ residence 
in the city - been vacant and 
from one hundred to two thousand 
houses haye been erected ;each sixty days 


since toattime. I feel safe in placing the 
actual fizures imside the Corporation, to day 
at 12,000, and 1 will not count the additional 
five thousand just beyond the corporate lim- 
its, and in sight of the central buiiding of the 
city. This 1s simply wonderful, and more 
wonderful still is the fact that the population 
of Birmingham is now increasing at the rate 
of from five hundred to one thousand per 
month, 
RAILROADS, 

The foremost among the great causes which

COMPETITION BETWEEN THE ROADS, 
| There is lively competition just now be- 
tween the three great railroads enteriug Bir- 
mingham intheir efforts to secure right of- 
way within the city limits. The original pian 
of the city provides a common right-of way 
for railroads entering here, and the arrange- 
ment seemed to be that “first come should be 
first served,’’ The South and North road has 
several sidetracks, as, also. has the Alabama 
Great Southern. These seemed to be sufli- 
cient until the Georgia Pacitic’s 
plun of running double tracks on each 
side of the two cumpleted roads, was announc- 
ed, when theSouth and North attempted a coup 
de etat, which surpasses anything yet re- 
corded in the way of’soutbern railroad 
strategem. Onthe night of the 15th a force 
of three hundred workmen, fully equipped 
with tools, crossties and wire was dumped 
from a South and North construction train, 
who labored under light of the stars and early 
the nextday a quarter of a mile of a rough, 
rising, falling, rockety, rickety railroad 
upgraded and altogeiher unsafe, presented 
itself to the surprised gazeof the passers-by.

JOHN C. CALHOUN., 


What He Says of Ite Pr.eent Condition and Future— 
Why Seevesion ie Forever Settied—Tae Negro'’s 
Pleee in the New Order cf Things—A 
Talk With a Sourvhern Man.’ 


From the New York Herald. 

Mr. Patrick Calhoun, a grandson of the 
South Carolina statesman, is now in thie city 
on business connected with important in- 
dustrial enterprises in the south. His brother, 
Mr. John C. Caihoun, is the manager of the 
great syndicate plantation in Arkansas, pur- 
chased a year or more ago and now operated 
by New York capital.- Several contiguous 
plantations were bought by this syndicate. 
Sapplies are purchased with ready money, 
thus avoiding the incubus of heavy interést 
charges, Which has made other planting op- 
erations in the south in the main upprofita- 
it is understood that this experiment 
has been very successful. The opinions of 
these two gentiemem onsoutbern affairs were 
quoted by Mr. Edward Atkinson, in papers 
eoniributed by him to northern journals, as

“You would say, then, that any future ef- 
fort toward secession is cut of the question?” 

“Unquestionably. The change of senti- 
ment which the causes I have -referred to 
have worked is astonishing. The south spent 
millions of money, taxed her resources unti! 
they succumbed, lett the bodies of thousands 
of her nobiest sons lying dead on the field of 
battle, in an ellurt to establish a southern 
confederacy. lo-day, if it were left to the 
states that seceded to determine by ballot 
whether they should have a separate govern 
ment, they would vote overwhelmingly for 
the union. Consent to run national lines be 
tween berself and New York? Consent to 
being shut out of the west? Never! 

A VAST REVOLUTION LN METHODS, 

“And now?’ 

“In the wreck that followed the war the 
southern people, like mariners when a ship 
breaks to preces, caught at every floating 
spar. Resources that had formerly been neg- 
lected began to bé regarded as the means of

fuiure foriune; the oid channe!s to wealth 
had been destroyed; new ones had to be 
found. The son of the planter and the son o! 


his overseer began life equal. The slave was 
asrichas his master. ‘The gentieman and 
the laborer bad only their own indusiry, 
their own skiil, their own energy and tbeir 
own intelligence torely upon. Prejudices 
had to be conquered, difficul.ies encountered, 
obstacies overcome. The whole social, financial 
and political s:ructure of the section, shaken 
from its foundation, fallen into chaos, had 
to be adjusted to the new order 
of things. gut courage and  per- 
sistency.of the Anglo-Saxons have won. Out 
of chaos are springing up diversified indus- 
tries. Mines tave been opened, furnaces put 
in blast, factories built. Immense systems of 
raiiroads have been constructed, connecting 
the south more closely with the east-and the 


the 


west. Others are in process of construction. 
These industrial movements mould senti- 
ment, Just as the old south, by her antago- 


nistic institutions. was driven year by year 
toward secession aS @ measure of self preser- 
vation, so the south of to-day, uuder the im- 
pulse of new forces, with her infant indus- 
tries finding corresponding chords in each of 
the sister states, is drawn into cioser bonds of 
union. 

“Yet the south is poorer to-day than she 
was twenty-three, years ago. Take Georgia, 


forexampie, She is recognized as the most 


prosperous of the southern = states, In 
spite of her cities, ber railroads, her 
factories, sie is poorer to-day -by many 


millions than she was in 1860. Her property 
was then valued in round figures at $686,- 
G00,000, Last year by the comptroller gen- 
eral’s report it was put at $263,00°.000, The 
difference,itimay be supposed, was represented 
by the siaves. It is a mistake. Credit her 
In 1560 with personal property other than 
SIAVES € qQualto w hat she possessed in 1570, and 
she would be poorer to-day by many miliions, 
But this would net be a fair estimate. The 
proportional! depreciati nm of her personal 
property other than siaves is equa! probably 
to the depreciation of herrea! estate. This

THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE LAST THRKE YEARS. 

“What, then, as to her future?’ 

“I believe the south was poorer even in 
1877 than she wasin 1876.

The people look 
upon the problems presented by the results 
of the war as settled, orin process of peace- 
able solution. Kvery where a more hopeful 
sentiment prevails. Georgia added $14 000,-

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much as material progress. No manis more 
honored than he who contributes to it. The 


time was when outside of a few cities politics 
aud the professions offered the only avenues 
wwreputation, To-day every branch ot indus- 
try affords to aspiring genius opportunities of 
gaining the plaudits of the people and satisfy- 
ing.sbonorable ambition. The name of Furman, 
who, through five years of industry, increased 
the yieid of his land five-fold by the use of a 
Lome made compost, isas well known in Geor- 
gia as the pameot the governor.

ies.”’ 

THE WHITE AND THE BLACK, 

“And as to the relations between the whites 
and the negroes?” 

“There is now no greater danger to the ne- 
gro from the white man in the south than 
there is to labor from capital elsewhere, The 
south can be trusted with the protection of 
his mghts. He formsa part of her power and 
and ber strength, Vast regions of her most 
fertile soil are dependent upon bim. Her fu- 
ture is indissulubly linked with his. He holds 
in every stare the balance of power. His in- 
fluence must be courted. An enlightened 
sense, therefore, of ber own interests compels 
her to permit him to enjoy the rights given 
him by the law 

“But she cannot stop here. She must fit 
him to properly exercise and enjoy them. 
She musteducate him, she niust elevate him. 
In slavery iguorance was safety; in freedom 
education issatety. What an illustration of 
the changed condition of the south! The 
sentimentin favor of his education is almost 
Universal, Some doubt’ his capacity, many 
believe in it. When we consider how sborta 
time hus elapsed since he emerged from 
‘Slavery without a dollar and with no experi- 
ence we mist admit his progress has been re- 
markable. Let asingie> illustration suffice. 
In 875 aiaw was passed in Georgia requir- 
ing @ separate return should be made of the 
propery the negroes. The records of that 
year sow they bad ai quired 30.609 acres of 
lund. Six later the returns of 188] 
show they bad increased their possessions to 
OV2 Soo ecres. 

“How do the two races work together?” 

“Contact with civilization has produced a 
wonderful effect upon the negro savage trans. 
ported to our shores, It was believed that 
the whites and the negroes couid not live to- 
gether; that one or the other would be extir- 
pated. The facts prove that the two races 
have adjusted themseives, the one to the oth- 
er in admirabie order. They move aiong 
most harmonious)y together, with scarcely as 
many clashes as occur elsewhere between la- 
bor and capital, with less violence than we 
see so frequentiy in the strikes in the eastern 
Cities, Nevothing so gratifies the southern peo- 
ple asthe sight of this barmonious re:ation 
between the races,” 

“Tt was beitevcd the negro could not stand 
the competition of White :abor; that he would 
disappear as the Indians are doing?’ 

“On the contrary, he census sbows for him 
a natural increase beyond the avera eof the 
white race. And every intelligent observer 
must admit that ne is # better citizen, a hard- 
er worker, a thrifter man and more successful 
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the closer LIS contage with the whites li is 
only where the negroes are thrown in large 


musses to themselves that any just doubt can 
now be entertained of their iuture. The ne- 
gro possesses three traits which justify great 
hopes of hisfuture. He is iniltative, he is 
eayver for Knowledge and he is proud 9f being 
an American citizen. I belbeve in the future 
of the negro. I plant myself upon the broad 
platform of human prosress. [ stand upon 
the belief that the wisdom of our fathers has 
given us a government strong enough and 
God acountry broad enough tu enabie us tore- 
ceive among us 5,000,000 of aay people of this 
globe without materially checking our Career. 
They might be by nature, habits and charac 
ter unable to amalgamate with our race, but 
they would in time assimilate themselves to 
our institutions.” 
THE FUTURE OF THE SOUTH. 

“You have, then, no fear, Mr. Calhoun, 
that the days of negro supremacy can ever be 
repeated?” 

“No. The fear of such an event has un- 
questionably diverted capital from our enter- 
prises. These fears are ungrounded. The 
Anglo-Saxons—the law-abiding, order loyi. g 
Anglo-Saxons—have controlof the south, In 
most states they are inthe majority, and in 
ail they possess that great preyonderance of 
power which comesirowm superior inteiligence 
and superior will.

THE PENSION BURDEN. 

Very few understand how heavy a burden 
demagogry has put upon the country in the 
shape of pensions. No one objects to reason- 
able allowances on that score—to a pension 
list on the scales adopted down tothe late 
civil war; but both sections of the country 
are crying out against the sops that both pai~ 
ties are in haste to throw out just before a 
presidential election to catch the soldier 
vote The bigg-st job of this kind was put 
through before the election of Garfield. The 
then commissioner of pensions estimated that 
it would cost the country not over $20,000,000; 
and what isthe result? The country is fairly 
bending under the new burden. The appro- 
priation on this account alone for the coming 
fisca] year is about $70,000,009, Alto,ether 
$1 0 000,000 is to be disbursed next year to 
p nsioners. ‘The money was voted away by con 
gress almost without debate. There was less 
higyling over it than there would be over an 
appropriation of as many thousands to any 
other purpose, and yet that vote took from 


wmnoccupied. 
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the pockets of all n on-pensioners, men, wo- 
men and children in the land, $2.50. That vote 
imposed upon a family containing five chil- 
dren, a tax of $17.50. We are not presenting 
meaningless figures. We mean that the union 
farmer in Pickens county who has five little 
children to clothe and provide food for, in 
addition to the wants of himsel!lfand bis wife, 
will this coming year be required to pay out 
of vis scant earnings $17.50—whicb sum will 
in accordance with the vote of congress be 
transferred to the pockets of some Ohio or 
Jowa farmer, who is probably worth ten times 
more than the man from whom the tax-money 
Was wrung. Since 1861 the country has paid 
the pensioners the immense sum of $562,741,- 
170.67. We are now paying in pensions 
double the interest on the public debt. Each 
year we are psying more in pensions then was 
devoted to that purpose in all the years from 
the foundation of the government dewn to 
the outbreak of the civil war. Let no one 
say that such payments are not burdensome, 
especially upom the south. It is too late to 
object to pensions that have been voted; but 
it is not too late to object to any 
merease in the pension list at the instance 
of any set of demagogues. It is better to 
eu‘ter defeat in a presidential election than 
to add to the pension burdens that are already 
piled up almest to the breaking point. 
WHAT {8S NEEDED IN GEORGIA, 

We frequently see in our exchanges edito- 
rial advertisement of a demand for skilled 
fabor in the arts and trades,. and Tre Con- 
aTriturion has occasionally given voice to the 
sauce demend. But, after all has been said 
in that direction the fact remains that Geor- 
gia is an agricultural state, and, mm the very 
mature of things, agriculture will continue to 
be the chief employment of the great mars of 
her laboring population, So that, while 
ekiiled artisans are more than welcome, the 
erying necessity of the state is skilled agri- 
culture. This necessity becomes more ap- 
parent and more pressing every day. 

There are few farmers in Georgia who du 
not know how to raise cotton—though many 
raise it alter a fashion which they feel could 
be vaetiy improved upon. In peint of fact, 
the great majority grow cotton according ty 
methods which the knowledge end experi- 
| ence of iew planters

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manlike Civcinnati Enqutrer. 
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But a man may know how to raise cotton and 
corn successfully and yet fall very far short 
of the requirements of skillful farming. 

We wrote some time ago of the business 
tactand economy necessary to conduct a suc- 
cessful farm, but Knowledge and skill are far 
more necessary than mere business tact and 
economy. There was a great outcry awhile 
ago against what is called “book-farming”’ 
and against the perfunctory advice frequently 
found in the newspapers. Under the circum- 
stances, this protest was not at all unreasona- 
ble, for it is not to be expected that those who 
are wedded to a system as old as the state 
would tamely submit to a change involving 
a revolution. 

But since that outcry, or protest, or what- 
ever it may be called, hundreds of Georgia 
farmers have demonstrated that what is 
known as book-farming may be made suc- 
cessful. And wby not, since book-farming is 
and results of skilled farming? There has 
recently been a marked change in the atti- 
tude o Georgia farmers, and THE CoNSsTITt- 
rion has been more than once flattered by the 
assertion of its readers that it has been one of 
the influences by which this change has been 
brought about. but there is still a disposition 
in many quarters to look with suspicion upon 
any suggestion of progress. The sort of prog- 
ress of which Tue Constirvtion is the advo- 
cate is not experimental, but rational. 

There is still a disposition to be skeptical 
when any allusion is made to scientific farm- 
ing, and yet when the announcement is 
made that Mr. Farish Furman has prepared a 
‘formula’ by witich a bale and a half or two 
bales of cotton’may be raised to the acre and 
the land left richer than ever, straightway 
Mr. Furman and Tue CoNnsTITUTION are over- 
whelmed with letters asking information in 
regard tothis ‘formula.’ The objection to 
scientific farming springs from a vague idea 
that science, or what is scientific, is somc- 
thing wonderful and mysterious. There is 
nothing worth knowing in this exceedingly 
learned world beyond the reach of common 
sense. Mr. Furman’s formula issimple, and 
yet strictly scientific. He has discovered the 
natural food of the land which he cultivates, 
and his discovery is scientific because it can 
be formulated. This is all there is of 
it, and yet this is agreat deal. Scientific 
farming is simply successful farming—but it 
must be based on knowledge and skill. 

Suppose that every farmer in Georgia knew 
to a demonstration precisely the nature and 
amount of food to apply to hisred land or his 
gray land in order to produce the highest re- 
sults; what a wonderful state weshould have' 
What an economy of time, labor and money! 
What comfort and happinessthere would be 
in place of the poverty, and the worse thun 
poverty,the misdirected efforts that now wait 
upon the phantom offortune that hovers over 
the fields of bumble-bee cotton! This knowl- 
edge is within reach of every farmer or far- 
mer’s boy inthe state. It is to be found in 
the books—that is tosay, in the-experience of 
men whose success has given them leisure to 
wrive down the results of the investigations. 
Experience is one thing and knowledge 
another. Knowledge embodies the experience 
of the wisest and most successful men, and, 
with individual experience, constitutes skill. 

This bring us back to skillfal farming, 
What do we mean by skillful farming? Sim- 
ply the application of knowledge and expe- 
rience in the direction of diversified farming. 
Cotton growing is not agriculture, and with- 
out the application of the highest skill, it is 
impossibie for the man who raises cotton to 
make both ends meet. Indeed, the most suc- 
cessful farmer in Georgia to-day will admit 
that there isno money in cotton at present 
prices. Cotton is lower than it has been for 
ten years, and the prospects are that it will go 
still lower this season, for our farmers are 
fond of competing with themselves. Show 
them that six million bales will overstock 
the market, and they will raise seven million 
bales. Convince them by low prices that 
seven million balesare more than all creation 
wants, and they will make arrangements to 
plant for eight million bales; and this is pre- 
csely what they are supposed to be doing 
now. Tell them that they are crippling 
themselves by this sort of management, and 
they will straightway ask what an editor 
knows about farming. We are willing to ad- 
mit that he knows precious little about this 
kind of farming, and it would be money in 
the farmer’s pocket if he were equally as 
ignorant in this particular direction.

His comperison between. the Irish 
and Améfican land-owner is far from happy, Even 
Mr. Gladstone and the British parliament have 
deemed it their duty to interfere with the 
Irish landlord to the exient of taking out 
of his hands the power of fixing the rents of his 
lauds. Itrust the dxy will never come when such 
a drastic measufe will be cousidered necessary in 
this fre and havpy land. The Lrish people will be 
found to be the conservators of the rights of p roper- 
ty whenever, as in this country, they receive fair 
treatment. And the judge's attempt to assist the 
position of the Lrish landlords by appealing to the 
fears of American property OWuers is discreditable 
to bim, aud 1 hope wul meet but scant encourage- 
ment.

Hon. Primus Jones, a yourg cotton planter of 
Baker county, and the representative of that county 
in the k¢egisiature, has for many consecutive years 
carried off the premium for the first ba e of cotton. 
Wet or dry, cold or hot, he comesin first On a re- 
cent pleasant vi it to his farm, two or three miles 
above Newton, we had an opportunity to gratify 
our curiosity and find out his methods. He owns 
several thousand acres of most beautiful land, and 
has in cultivation about five buudred acres of cot- 
ton, one hundred of cornand oue hundred of oats. 


Toe coro was Virtually made, about 
waist high and beautiful to behold, 


His oat cropis splendid. His father was familiarly 
known in Georgia as ‘Cotton Jones.’’ He used to 
say that he had raised forty crops of oats in south 


Georgia, aid had never made a failure, and that 
bis plan was to begin sowlug the tirst day in Janua- 
ry, before suuup. Friend ’rimus follows his ex- 
ample. Heisx befure suuup man, too, when it 
comes to corn and cotton. As to cotton, he plants 
some very carly, often in February, and after giv 
ing that field a start he prepares and 
plunts another, usually getting in about fifty 
acres of,cotton to the mule. By his skill he secures a 
good stand and worksit well. This tells the whvle 
story. We were there ou the 9thand he had 70 
acres Of cotton in which it is easy to find stalks 
seven and eight inches high, and even tailer and 
with weli developed squares. We were amazed to 
see cotiou so forward tuiscvld wetspriug. Sut it 
isthere Mr. Jones expects tomake 20 bushels of 
corn to the acre and nearly the same amount of 
oats. This with his fine grist pyll will keep him well 


supplied. He raises hugs aud catile 
aud says he is going to raise . mules, 
He is satisfied it will pay hands me- 


ly in Baker. He has young orchards of peach trees 
and LeConte pears. He works wages hands alto- 
gether, We saw three bales of last yearscrop be- 
louging toove of his foremen. His hands woik 
only five daysin he week fur him, haviug Satur- 
day tothemséives As we enjoyed the hospitalities 
of thishome and saw abundance and twbrift on 
every side, the thought wouid come up, ‘Alas!

There is no better evidence of the value of 
Atlanta real estate than the transactions 
which have taken place in the city since the 
first of January last. Of course it is utterly 
impossible tu give the aggregate of these trades 
as many transfers in whicb large sums of 
money were involved were made by individ- 
uals irrespective of the real estate brokers. 
But enough is known to guarantee the asser- 


tion that fully three million dol- 
lars have changed . hands by

Since the first of Jan- 
uary that gentleman has sold $300,000 worth 
of Atlanta real estate and of that $300,000 
fully one-third was ‘“‘foreign’’ capital, Some 
of the largest sales of the year were made by 
him and in several instances Mr, Adair has 
secured for Atlanta citizens of wealth and 
enterprise. 

Ot him a CONSTITUTION representative yes- 
terday asked: 

“What is the prospect in the real estate 
line?” : 

“It was never better,’ was the response. 
“There has been no time when a4 man could 
find a safer investment for his money in At- 
lanta dirt. People not only in Atlanta but 
elsewhere have tound this out, and every day 
anidie dollar is thrown into a lot ora house 
and jot,”’ 

“The trade has been good this year?’ re- 
marked toe reporcer interrogatively. 

“Yes, but not as good as it will be next 
year. Property is advancing every day. 
Why [ have soid four stores in Atlanta this 
year for nearly $100,000, and 1 guarantee the 
assertion that they will never be bought for 
so small a sum again. Every mail 
brings me letters from parties outside otf 
the state asking all kinds ci quesuions about 
Atianta.”’ 

“Then you think Atlanta property worth 
something to non residents?”’ 

‘‘Must assurediy. This year I have seen 
fully $100,000 or $125,000 invested here tha 
was neverin Atlanta before. See, I sold the 
Bell-Juhnson building to ex-Congressman 
Harris, of Virginia, for $34,000; the Langston 
& Crane warehouse to Major McCracken for 
$30,000—and this may be counted outside 
money; seven acres of land near the city on 
the Eust Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road to Messrs. D and D. Wodly for $8,000, 
To-day I sold toa Mr. Trimble, of Montgom- 
ery, Ala.; four houses on Foster street for

to the $100,000.” : 

“How much of this was improved prop- 
erty ?’’ 

‘About two-thirds, I guess. Many of the 
buyers want improved property, but numbers 
of them buy unimproved.”

THE PARTICULARS OF THE ACCI- 
DENT TO MRS&. RIDLEY, 


As Told by Several Persons Who Sew It and Were on 
the Bpot—The Horse Dashes Off In a Cloud of 
Dus’, and Amid+«the Rattle of Buggies— 

The Sad 6:quel of the Affair, 


Mr. McCarty, who was the first person to 
reach Mrs, Ridley’s side when the fatal acvi- 
dent to her occurred on the Boulevard, left 
for Kentucky yesterday. Before he left a 
CossTiTuTion reporter asked him to give an 
account of the accident as he sawit. Said 
Mr. McCarty: 

“IT was in fifteen feet of Mrs. Ridley when 
she fell. 1 had been out riding with Mr. 
Langston, and was returning to my bome on 
the Boulevard. I was driving up the road 
in an ordinary trot, and came up 
alongside of Mrs. Ridley’s carriage. Several 
buggies and one or two persons on horseback 


happened to meet at the same spot, which 
wus in frontof the residence of Captain May. 
There was no excitement and no racing, cer- 
tainly no shouting, but when the buggies and 
horses came together Mrs. Ridley’s horse be- 


came frisky and began to dance about. {i do 
not think be had _ the _ slightest 
idea of running away. The ladies 
became frightened and the one who 


I have since learred was Miss O’Callaghan, 
screamed and sprang out of the buggy, falling 
as she did so. She then called upon Mrs 
Ridley to jump out, and she too sprang from 
the carriage. As Mrs. Ridley sprang outa 
wheel struck her and she fell, striking the 
back of her head on the ground and rolling 
over in the dust. I stopped, handed the 
gnes of my bugzy to a boy, and ran 

her side. I saw that she was still 
alive, although unconscious and breathing 
feebly. I picked herup bodily and carried 
her into the yard, so greatly was I excited. 
She wes very heavy reaily, but tome she 
seemed us light asateather. Suddenly I felt 
my knees tremble, and I cal’ed fora chair, 
and when it arrived she was placed init. She 
recovered consciousness very suo and asked 
to be carried home. 

‘‘Who is responsible for the accident?” 

“I would dislike to say that any ene is re- 
sponsible forit. Itisa very sad occurrence 
and one that pains me deeply, us it dees very 
many others. Ido not think the boy who 
was driving managed his horse well, but in 
spite of thai if the iadies bad not jumped out 
they would not have been buri.”’ 

Miss O’Callaghan, wbo was riding with Mrs. 
Ridley, was alimost prostrated by the excite- 
ment aad shock of the accident. She was 
much better yesterday, however. She is 
bruised on the eibows, aud black spots on 
both show where she came in contact with 
the ground. She bas a cut on the back of the 
head that was made by her comb and hair 


pins. She has also a esiight — cut 
on the forehead, caused she 
thinks in coming in contact with the 


wire fence which lined the Boulevard at that 
point. She probably ran into the fence in the 
excitement or was thrown against it. She 
complains of a soreness across her throat as 
though the muscles were sirained. One of 
her ankles-was slightiy sprained, although 
that does not amount to much. She says of 
the details of the accident: 

‘“‘As we’ were passing up the Boulevard 
there were some men out there racing. Their 
horses ran up behind our carriage, making 
an enormous dust and a great noise. As they 
eame Upon the carriuge One dashed on one 
side and one went ono the other. Our horse 
became frightened and began plunging and 
kicking. He woud rear upso high that it 
seemed he would fail backward upon us. 
Mrs. Ridley raised ‘the laprobe and spraug 
out on one side, and when | saw the manner 
of escape that she adopted I sprang out on 
the other side, As soon as I 
touched the ground I sprang to my feet and 
rushed to Mrs. Ridley. As the horses passed 
us they cameso near that I could feel the 
rush of wind. I was certainly enough to 
have frightened us ”’ 

One of the best 
nent occurred is told by W. Murphey, a col- 
ored man, who was standing about fifty yards 
from the scene of the accident when it 
oveurred. Said he: 

“Mr. McCarty and J. A. Brown, a colored 
man, were racing up the Boulevard. They 
started near the point where the street car 
track crosses the Boulevard and were running 
toward :vecatur street. Mrs. Ridley’scarriage 
was moving quietly up the Boulevard 
Mr. McCarty was in a buggy and Brown was 
on his pacing horse. As they neared the 
carriage Brown dashed out on the side- 
walk, as there was not room enough 


sidewalk. “An excitement was created that 
frightened jhe horse and he threw up his 
head and-atted as though he would kick. 
Both ladies sprang out so neat together that I 
could not say which jumped first.’’ 

Aibert Thomas, one of the colored men 
who has been censured, for fast driving, saw 
the accident and gives the- following account 
of how it occurred: 

“T did not have my racing horse out there. 
I bad a horse that I drive to my furniture 
wagon. If I had had my white-fcoted mare 
Il might have been racing, but having a slow 
horse I did not try torace. J. A. Brown, the 
colored man, and Mr. McCarty, and all the 
otbers will tell you chat | was not in the race 
at all.’’ 

‘What was it that frightened Mrs. Ridley’s 
horse ?”’ 

‘Tt was Mr. McGarty’s rattling buggy run- 
ning up so close to her carriage. As Brown 
was going down the track Mr. MecUarty said 
“Brown, let’s have a trot,” They turned 
around and started up the track, I staying off 
and watebing them. Brown was on the left 
hand side of tue buggy about twenty steps 


behind the reckaway and a good ways 
ahead of Mr McCarty. Mrs. 
Ridley’s horse did not start wien 
Brown's norse passed but as Mr. McCarty 


came up with his buggy raitling and struck 
his horse and hollered to him, Mrs. Ridley’s 
horse started. Mr. McUarty’s buggy went so 
close tc Mrs. Ridley’srockaway that ktbought 
he would run into it. but I saw him jerk one 
line very bard and turn his horse out so as to 


miss the rockuway. As Mr. McCurty’s 
buggy passed, his horse in full speed, 


Mrs. Ridley’s horse plunged toran, | saw 
the iadies jump, and immediately ufterward | 
hurried up to where they fell. Mr. McCarty 


bad turned around,and he came back and 
took Mrs Rid'ey upin hisarms, There was 
another buggy there with a bay horse and 


two men, bat | don’t knowtheirnames. heir 
buggy and Mr. MeCar y’s came neur having 
a coilision near Mrs. Kidley’s carriuge As 
they did Mr. McCarty pitched out to the 
right, struck bis hoise with his whip 
and halloedfto bim. This was just as they 
passed Mrs, Ridley’s carriage. Mr. McUarty’s 
buggy was a rattle-trap sort of thing and made 
a great deal of fuss.’’ 

J. A. Brown, the colored man whose plug 
was in the race, said yesterday to a ConstTiTU- 
TION man: 

“| was riding my mare about the top of the 
hill when Mr, MceVarty came up in his buggy 
and said ‘iet’s take atrot.’ We moved on duwn 
the Boulevard and when we reached a good 
point we turned and started up the hill. My 
mare is very much faster than Mr. McCarty’s 
horse, and | did not consider it arace. 1 was 
perbaps fifty or a hundred yards ahead of 
him, and as | passed Mrs Ridiey’s carriage I 
checked my horse up, as l-always du when

THE BLOOOY BLaD&: 


Nat Anderson “In a Fit” Attempta to Kill Himecif 
é With a Knife. 

On Foundry Street, near the Western and 
Atiantic railroad, an in'ense excitement was 
created yesterday mornwe about half past 
nine o'ciock, by the frantic efforts of a young 
man to take his own life. : 

The woul4-be suicide was Nat Anderson. 
With a large pocket knife he made several 
efforts to sever his jugular vein. The true 
cause for the deed is nut known, but it is 
thought that Anderson was actuated in bis 
effort to kill himself by aconsiderable amount 
of fiquor that he drank before making the &- 
tempt. 2 

Mr. Jones, a night watchman tor the West- 
ern and Atiantic railroad, was the first one to 
observe Anderson’s work. He was standing 
near Anderson, when he suddenly made ua 
rake with kis knife for the jugular vein on 
the right side of his neck. As the knife 
cute trom its contact with the flesh a red 
stain down Anderson’s neck and sbirt front 
told the observer that a wound had been in- 
flicted, but so great was Jones’ astomishment 
that he did not think to interfere until An- 
cerson made the second cut. With this 
there Came another stream of blood. Fully 
aroused by the sight, and realizing that An- 
derson was trying to kill himself, Mr. Jones 
called fur help and started towards the man. 
His cull was responded to, and with a view to 
preventing a consummation of the deed. Mr. 
Joues and others advanced towards Ander- 
son, out as they approached bim he began 
using bis knife quicker and faster, each time 
making a wound. But before a fatal wound 
could be inflicted, the knife was jerked from 
Anderson's hands, and he was car- 
ried into a saicon = near by, where 
he was detained until the police could be 
sent fr. During the time consumed in 
awaiting the arrival of the officers Anderson 
made an effort to repossess himself of his 
knife but without success. When Captain 
Aldridge arrived Anderson resisted urrest 
and it was nut until he had been bound hand 
and foot that he gave in. He was then 
placed on a dray and carried to the station- 
hoase, where a casé was entered against him. 
The charge against Anderson was drunks, dis- 


orderly conduct, using profane language 
and resisting an officer. Before being 
placed in a cell his wounds 


were examined. The examination disclosed 
the fact that Anderson had given himself 
three ugiv gashes on the left side of his neck, 
and that he had inflicted four similar wounds 
on the right side. None of these wounds were 
deeper than the thickness of the. skin, and 
none of them were at all dangerous, although 
they bled considerabiy. When questioned 


about the matter Anderson denied being 
drunk. He admitted tbe effort to kill bim- 
self, but declared thatit was done ina,tit 
which seized him just as Mr. Jones met 
bim. During his incarceration An- 
derson was visited by his mother 
whois a modest lady of about forty. Mrs. 


Anderson seeiied greatly moved by her son’s 
conduct, but sustained his story. She says 
/bhe was-sober, and that since be was a boy ne 
has been. subject to fits, daring the preva- 
onreeeo Lay Lica be is nut. responsible for what 
he does; * ’ 

Gn account of Anderson's wounds he was 
viven the freedom of the corridor about the 
cells, and about four o’clock he took advant- 
ave of this liberty and escaped froin the cala- 
bause He hoisted a window, and by some 
means tore awsy an iron bar which’ made 
#1 opening large enough fer him to crawl 
through. Since then nothing has been heard 
of Anderson. Heis about 24 years of ave und 
in 1880 kilied adarkey named Kd Brown on 
Decatur street. For this offense he was ziven 
a term in the perietentiary but was paraon- 
ed before the expiration of his sentence,
